WASHIN GTON, March 2.—The Pres- 
ident today sent to the House the. fol- 
lowing message vetoing the Immigra- 
tion Bill: 

“To the House of Representatives: I 
herewith return without approval 
House Bill No. 7864 entitled ‘An act to 
amend the immigration laws of .the 

“By the first section of this bill it is 
proposed to amend section 1 of the act 
of March 3, 1891, rélating to immigra- 
tion, by adding to the classes of aliens 
thereby excluded -from the United 
States the following: ‘All persons 
physically capable and over 16 years of 
age, who cannot read and write the 
English language or some other lan- 
guage, but a person not so able to read 
and write who is over 50 years of age 
and is the parent or grandparent of. a’ 
qualified immigrant. over 21 years of 
age and capable of supporting such 
parent or grandparent, may accompany 
such immigrant, or such - parent or 
grandparent may be sent for and come 
to join the family of a child or grand- 
child over 21--years of age similatly 
qualified and capable, and a wife or 
minor child not 80 able to read . and 
write may accompany or be sent for 
and come and join the husband, or 
parent siniilarly qualified and capable.’ 

“A radical departure from our na- 
tional policy relating to immigration is 
here presented. Heretofore we have 
welcomed all who came to us from 
other lands, except those whose moral 
or physical condition or history threat- 
ened danger t6 our national welfare 
and safety, relying upon the zealous 
watchfulness of our people to prevent 
injury to our political and social fabric. 
We have encotiraged those coming 
from foreign countries to cast their lat 
with us and join in the development of: 
our vast domain, securing in return a 
share in the blessings of American cit- 
izenship. A century’s stupendous 
growth, largely due to the assimilation 
and thrift of millions of sturdy and* 
‘patriotic citizéns, attests the success. of 
this generous and free-handed policy, 
which, while guarding the people’s in- 
terests, exacts from our immigrants 
only physical and moral soundness and 
the willingness to work. a 
“A eontemplation of the grand ré- 
sults of this policy cannot fail to arouse 
a sentiment in its defense; for, how- 
ever it might be regarded as an original 
proposition and viewed as an experi- 
ment, its accomplishments are such 
that if it is té° be uprooted at this late 
day, its disadvantages be 
Plainly apparent and ‘thé substitute 
‘adopted should be just and adequate, 
free from uncertainties and .guarded 
against difficulties or oppressive ad- 

“It is claimed, I believe, the time has. 
come for the further restriction of im- 
migration on the ground that an ex- 
cess of population overcrowds our 


land. 

‘It is said, however, that the quality 
of recent immigration is undesirable, 
but the time is quite within recent 
memory when the same thing was said 
of immigrants, who, with their de- 
Scendants, are now numbered among 
our best citizens. Sree 

“It is said that too many ‘mmigrants 
settle in our cities, thus dangerously. 
increasing their idle and vicious popu- 
lation. This is certainly a disadvan- 
tage. It cannot be shown, however, 
that it affects all our cities, nor that 
it is permanent, nor does it appear that 
this condition where it exists démands 
as its remedy the reversal of our pres- 
ent immigration policy. 

“The claim. is also made that the in- 
flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity those who are better fitted 
for the privilege of earning their 
livelihood by daily toil. An unfortun- 
ate condition is certainly presented 
when any who are willing to labor are 
unemployed. But. so far as this con- 
dition now exists among our people, it 
must be conceded to be a result, of 
phenomenal business 


vent of settled and wholesome financial 
and economical governmental policies 
and a consequent encouragement to the 
activity of capital, the misfortune of 
unemployed labor should to a great 
extent, at least, be remedied. If it con- 
tinues its natural consequences must 
be to chéck the future immigration to 
our cities of foreign laborers, and to 
ranks of those already 
here. In. the mean time the most will- 
ing and best entitled ought to be able 
to secure the advantages of such work 

‘Tt is proposed by the bill under 
consideration to meet the alleged dif- 
ficulties of the situation by establishing 
an educational test by which the right 
of a foreigner to make his home with 
us shall be determined. Its general 
scheme is to prohibit. from admission 
to our country all immigrants ‘physi- 
cally capable and over 16 years old, 


language or some other language,’ and 
it is provided this test shall be applied 
by requiring immigrants seeking ad- 
mission to read and afterward to write 
not less than twenty nor more than 
twenty-five words of the Constitution 


and that any immigrant failing in this 
shall not be admitted, but shall 
returned to the country from which 
he came at the expense of the steam- 
ship or railway company which brought 
him. The best reason that could be 
given for this radical restriction of 
immigration is the necessity of pro- 
tecting..our population against degen- 
eration and saving our national péace 
and quiet from imported turbulencé 
and disorder. 

“T cannot believe we would be pro- 
tected against these eVils by. limiting 
immigration to those who can read and 
write in any language twenty-five 
words of our. Constitution. In my 
opinion it is infinitely more safe to 
admit 100,000 immigrants. who, though 
‘unable to read and write, seek among 
us only a home and an oppotrunity to 
work, ‘than to admit one of those un- 
ruly agitators and enemies of govern- 
mental control, who can not only read 
and write, but delight in arousing, by 
inflammatory speech the illiterate and 
peacefully-inclined to discontent and, 
tumult. 

“Violence and. disorder do not origi- 
nate with illiterate laborers. They are

The illiterate relatives mentioned 
here must not only be sent for, but 
such immigrants must be capable of 
Supporting them when they arrive. This 
requirement proceeds upon the assump-: 
tion that thé foreign relatives coming 
here are in every case by reason of pov- 
erty, liable to become a public charge 
unless the immigrant is capable of 
their support. The contrary is often 
true. And yet, if unable to read and 
write,.though quite willing and-able to 
Support themselves and their relatives 
here besides, they could not be admitted 
under the provisions of this bill if the 
immigrant was impoverished, though 
the aid of his fortunate but illiterate 
relatives might be the means of saving 
him from pauperism. 

‘The fourth section of this bill pro- 
vides ‘that it shall be unlawful for any 
male alien who'has not in good faith 
“made his de¢laration before the proper 
court of his intention to become a citi- 
zen of the United States to. be em- 

loyed om any public works of the 
United Sattes orto come regularly or 
aes into the United States by 
land or water for the purpose of en- 
gaging in any. mechanical trade or 
mafiual labor for wages or salary, re- 
turning from time to time to a foreign 
As h 

“The fifth section provides that ‘it 
shall be unlawful for any person, part- 
nership, company or incorporation 
knowingly to employ any alien coming 
into the United States in violation of 
the next preceding section of this act.’ 
The prohibition against the employ- 
ment of aliéns on any public works of 
thé United States is in line with other 
legislation of a like character. It «is 
quite a different thing, however, to 
declare it a crime for an alien to come 
regularly and habitually in the United 
States for the purpose -of obtaining 
work from private parties, if such alien 
returns from time to time to a for- 
eign country, and to constitute any em- 
ploymefit Of such alien a critinal of- 
fence.. When we consider these pro- 
visions of the bill in connection with 
our long northern frontier and the 
boundaries of several of our States and 
Territories, often but an imaginary line 
separating them from the British Do- 
minions, and recall the friendly inter- 
course between the people who are 
neighbors on either side, the provisions 
of this bill ecting them must be re- 
gatded. as illiberal, narrow and un-. 
American. ay 
__ “The.residents of these States and 
Territories. have separated especial in- 
tefests, which, in. many. eases, makes 
“an interchange of l@ber. between their 

eople and their alien laborers most 
mportant, frequently. with the advan- 
tage largely in favor of our citizens. 
This stiggests the inexpediency of Fed- 
eral interference with these conditions 
when not necess to the correction of 
& substantial evil affecting the gen- 
eral welfare. Such unfriendly legisia- 
tion as is proposed could hardly fail 
to provoke retaliatory measures to the 
injury of many of our citizens who are 
} now employed on adjoining foreign soil. 
“The uncertainty of construction to 
which the language of these provisions 
is subject is a‘ serious objection in a 
State which describes a crime. An im- 
portant elemtn in the offense sought 
to be created by these sections is the 
‘coming regularly or habitually: into 
the United States.’ These words are 
impossible of definite and certain con- 
Struction. The same may be said of 
the equally important words ‘return- 
ing from time to time to a foreign 
country.’ ,

It has been on the road about six 
months, and is‘regarded by the officials 
as a wonderful machine, having sys- 
tematically cut down the records be- 
tween Philadelphia and Washington, 
where it has been speeded recently. Its 
performayce today, however, broke all 
its own ords. Taking out the dime 
for sto he total running time of 231 
miles from New York to Washington, 
was 235 minutes. 

The trip was without incident, save 
that the people crowded the stations 
along the road and cheered the train 
as it passed, and flocked about it when 
it stopped. No speeches were made, 
but at Philadelphia the party went to 
the rear platform of the train, and 
were introduced one by one to the 
crowd in waiting.

A letter was sent to him 
by the Secretary of the Treasury bear- 
ing the date of February 17, instruct- 
ing him to call upon the treasurer of 
the Central Pacific Company and de- 
rhand the payment of the sum men- 
tioned. 

The department at Washington has 
not yet received detailed advices of the 
result of that visit, but an official said 
it was not expetced | that this would 

t.~ The Central Pa- 
cific Company has many claims for 
the judgment, .affecting every depart- 
ment of the government, ’which it has 
put in as the effects of this demand, 
which was expected, and so there must 
be legal proceedings to establish the} 
validity of this claim before its final 
settlement. _ 

The demand is the result of the sale 
early in February ef a block of twenty 
mortgage bonds of the Central Pacific 
Company by the government as secur- 
ity for subsidy bonds, and the action 
Was in pursuance of the provisions of 
the act of 1878. 

When sold, the bonds failed to real- 
ize to the government the amount in 
whieh it*is indebted by reason of out- 
standing bonds by the amount given 
above. To forestall possible argument 
that no demand was made when the 
liability of the company was  deter- 
mined, the present action was taken. 

When the United States - takes the 
matter into court the railroad company 
will, it is expected, claim its offsets and

that under the original acts none of the 
interest is due until all is payable. This 
will, it is thought, give the government 
a hard fight by reason of the wording 
of the original law. *When Assistant 
Treasurer Berry was asked about the

The movement to providé work for 
the unemployed of Los Angeles is fast 
assuming definite form, and has al- 
ready reached a stage where its suc- 
cess is no longer problematical. It may 
safely be predicted that thé movement 
will prove a magnificent and gratifying 
success, and that it will virtually solve 


geles is concerfféd. The present pros- 


‘| pects are that its success will be even 


greater and farther-reaching than its 
promoters anticipated at the otitset. 
For this prospective result, our citizens 
are in a large de indébted to the 
superb and systematic work of. the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, Which organization has accom- 
plished more in the few days that 
have elapsed since it took up the ques- 
tion than had been previously accom- 
plished by all other agencies. . 
' The objections. which have been 
urged in some quarters, to the effect

Men 
who are in real need, and who are will- 
ing to work, will be glad to accept $1 
per day for their labor, but will not 
be content to work pefmanently for 
that amount. It is not designed that 
this movement shall furnish permanent 
employment at high wages to all ap-

‘The present movement is designed to 
meet an existing emergency; -to fur- 
nish temporary employment for those 
in need, until they can better their 
condition; to provide food and -shelter 
for hungry and shelterless men, who 
are wiling to render a labor-équivalent 
for the relief afforded.

The present law is manifestly un- 
just, as it permits a new line of road 
to utilize a large portion of the tracks 
of a competitor to break up the latter’s 
} business, or at least to divert a con- 
siderable part of it. There is unques- 
tionably need for some modification of 
the law, but Senator Bulla’s bill goes 
altogether to@ far in the opposite di- 
rection. If enacted into law it would 
virtually prevent new lines of road 
from entering the central part of @ 
city, where the principal streets are 
occupied by streét-car tracks. Unless 
a street-car line can reach the central 
part of a city it cannot serve the pub- 
lic acceptably. No street-railroad com- 
pany should be given a monopoly of 
the streets in any city. While due 
|and proper restraint should be placed 
tipon the piratical operations of irre- 
sponsible, wild-cat corporations, or- 
ganized for speculative purposes, legit- 
imate companies, organized in good 
faith for the service of the public, 
should be afforded all necessary fa- 
cilities .for serving the public to the 
best of their ability.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES., 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. Louis 
James has no reason to be dissatisfied 
with the warmth of the reception ac- 
| corded him last night by his Los An- 
geles friends. He was welcomed with 
-encores, flowers and calls before the 
curtain, both for his own sake and. be- 
“cause the play with which he opened 
the season here scored a decided suc- 
cess. “Spartacus” is a famous play, 
and it loses nothing in being presented 
by Mr. James and his company. It is 


excellently staged, and by no means | 


presents the usual combination of a 
tragedy cast, one star and a support of 
veryy weak lanterns. The character of 
the great gladiator is one of Mr. 
James’s best creations, but hetis not 
the play. Guy Lindsley as Pharsarius 
does work in certain scenes that rivals 
that of Mr. James,.and the other lead- 
‘ing parts are well taken. The only ele- 
ment of comedy in all the splendid, 
somber piece is quite unconsciously 
supplied by the ‘“‘supes.” ese useful 
beings have queered many.a tragedy by 
‘their artless efforts to personate life- 
like courtiers, soldiers, populace, etc., 
and it speaks volumes for the excel-: 
lence of this presentation of “Sparta- 
cus” that. even the ludicrously awk- 
ward squad, shamefaced and knock- 
"kneed that ‘represented® the: Gésperate 
army of barbarians, were unable to 
make it ridiculous. The old, heroic 
story of the revolt of the Roman slaves 
under the intrepid Thracian gladiator 
is magnificently set forth in Dr. Bird’s 
great play. The scene is laid in (the 
days when all barbarians who came 
within the fatal radius of Roman power 
weretenslaved, and made to minister 
to the brutal sports of their masters. 
Spartacus, a Thrasian of enormous size 
and strength, was made a gladiator, 
and became the monarch of the arena. 
In the games he was offered his own 
freedom and that of his wife and child 
if he could overcome and @ill all com- 
petitors. -He killed’ everyone opposed 
to him, until a young Thracian is 
brought in as the final test. In him 
Spartacus recognizes his brother, Phar- 
sarius, lost years before in the -wars. 
The two brothers refuse to fight, but 
the praetor is inexorable and commands 
that they either fight or be cut to 
pieces by the lictors. Pharsarius, mad- 
dened by insult and oppression, has se- 
cretly incited all the Roman slaves to 
revolt. At the time of the games 
everything is in readiness, and Phar- 
sarius calls them to action. Led by 
the two brothers, the slaves®rise and 
kill all the Romans in the arena, in- 
cluding the praetor, and seize the pal- 
ace of the prefect, Crassus. Julia, 
the niece of Crassus, and Fiorus, son 
of the slain praetor, are taken captive 
and hurried away to the camp of Spar- 
tacus. By surprising the Roman troops 
and putting them to flight, Spartacus 
regains possession of his wife, Sonona, 
who is held as a hostage with his son. 
At the intercession of Sonona, Sparta- 
cus spares the lives: of his youn 
Roman captives, and would have sen 
them ta their homes, but Pharsarius 
suddenly demands Julia as his captive. 
A violent quarrel takes place between 
the brothers, ending in the revolt and 
desertion of Pharsarius with the larger 
part of the army of slaves. These are 
surrounded by the Romans and 7000 
aken captive and tortured to death. 
harsarius alone escapes and makes 
his way back to brother, 
broken and crazed with horror, liv- 
ing only for revenge upon the Romans. 
As the Roman forces are swiftly ad- 
vancing in overwhelming numbers, 
Spartacus sends his wife and child 
across the mountains, with Pharsarius 
as guard, while he cuts his way through 
with the remnant of his army, tak- 
ing Julia and Florus with him. As 


their ransom, Crassus offers him par-. 


don and high military honors, condi- 
tional upon his surrendering the army to 
Slavery torture. Spartacus re- 
jects the offer with scorn, and refuses 
to release his young captives. 
the Roman envoy is endeavoring to 
treat for their ransom, Pharsarius 
staggers in, covered with wounds, and 
manages to gasp out that Sonono and 
her son have beén killed, before he falis 
dead at his brother’s feet. Because of 
his promise to Sonono, Spartacus for- 
bears to take revenge upon Julia and 
Fiorus, who are sent back to the Roman 
camp. _The final attack is then made, 
and Spartaeus dies fighting with the 
prefect Crassus, after cutting his way 
through the ranks.of the Romans. The 
play is full of strong scenes strongly 
acted. Mr. James is superb in his de- 
fiance of the Roman power, when Spar- 
tacus refuses to fight in the arena, 
and in the wild generosity which 
softens the ruggedness .of the great 
-parbarian’s nature,_Mr.-Lindsley’s fin- 
est scene is when Pharsarius, weak and 
horror-struck, crawls back to his brother 
to tell his fearful story of the torture 
of the gladiators. It is too good, and 
leaves quite too vivid a sense of the 
horrors that have. been to fit smoothly 
with the prosaic, comfortable life of 
the nineteenth ‘century. Pharsarius 
might be a fugitive from Armenia or 
Cuba, and his story is unpleagantly 
real to people who prefer their daily 
dose of horror servéd up in the eolor- 
less,impersonal style of telegraphic re- 
ports. Spartacus is an excellent trag- 
ody but it is not exactly a cheerfy] 
play.

DOORS WERE LOCKED. 80 HE 
COULD NOT ESCAPE. 


His Accomplice, However, Managed 
to Get Awaty—Members Were 
Offered Money to Vote for 
Vidcious Bill. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.] 
| TOPEKA’ (Kan.,): March 2.—Direet 
charges of bribery and attempted brib- 
ery were made before the State Legis- 
lature today. The charges were made 
in open session. The names of the ac- 
cused Were spoken outright, and war- 
rants were issued for the arrest of the 
culprits. One of the two men impli- 
cated was arrested before he could 
|make his escape from the Capitol 
building. 

The alleged bribery is an outcome of 
the recent attempt made by the Popu- 
list majority in the State Legislature to 
force a reduction of the charges levied 
by the Kansas City Stock Yards Com-. 
pany, which are in the State of Kansas, 
The charges for feéding and _ the 
charges of the commission men are 
most seriously opposed. A bill had been 
introducéd covering the points, . and 
seemed sure to become a law, but at a 
late hour an opposition measure known 
as the Hanna Bill, was forced to the 
front. The Hanna Bill is said to have 
the approval of the stock-yards people, 


| and it was when this measure seemed 


likely to be forced through that the 
charges of corruption were made. 

Senator A. J. Titus, a quiet and con- 
servative member, was recognized, and 
threw the Senate into the greatest con- 
fusion when he made this declaration: 

“This morning, while in my chair, I 
was approached by a man and offered 
$1000 for my vote for the Hanna Bill, 
and I understand other Senators had 
the same experience. I can name the 
man if you s&y so, and I will do it.” 

Immediately there were cries of ‘‘Who 
is he?” and “Name him!” 

“The man’s name is R. S. Boyd, and I 
desire to have him arrested by the ser- 
geant-at-arms, if it is possible,’”’ re- 
plied Senator Titus. 

Senator Jumper was the next to get 
recognition, and a8 soon as the comme= 
tion had somewhat subsided he | de- 
manded the arrest also of Al Tucher of 
Ottawa for attempted bribery. Senator 
Jumper explained that he, too, had 
ne offere $1000 to support Hanna’s 


L.eut.-Gov. Harvey quickly ordered 
the doo of the Senate . chamber 
locked that no one might escape, and 
warrants were at once issued for the 
culprits. Boyd could not be found, 
but the sergeant-at-arms arrested. 
Tucher in the Senate toilet rooms, 
“where he had hidden. He was locked 
up in the clerk’s toom. He réfused to 


| say a word. 


Another sensation was created’ a few 


}-aminutes later when it was reported 


‘that Senator Johnson of Jefferson 
county had telephoned to the. culprit 
‘Boyd, advising him. to flee. 

Senator Johnson arose to a question 
of personal privilege and branded the 
story as a malicious falsehood. Sena- 
tor Campbell volunteered the statement 
that a man named McCormick had said 
so.. On motion of Senator Stern, it was 
voted that McCormick should be 
brought before the Senate to be inter- 
rogated. 

Both Tucher and Boyd have fre- 
quented the Capitol since the session 
began. Tucher is a farmer. Boyd 
claimed to be from Hardin county, 
Kentucky, and said he was agent for 
a law publishing house, but he is known 
to have been much in Kansas City. 

Warrants have been sworn out for 
both men before a Justice of the Peace, 
in addition to the Senate warrants, 
The Senate could only imprison the of- 
fenders until the close of the session. 

The Senate held a special session to 
investigate the charges of bribery. The 
culprit Tucher was —— in for pre- 
liminary @xamination. e was allowed 
counsel. Atty.-Gen Boyle appeared for 
the Senate. After a brief hearing, by 
a vote of 21 to 10, Tucher was held for 
trial before the Senate. 

The man Boyd cannot be found. The 
man McCormick and several attachés 
‘of the Senate were examined and the 
charge that Senator Johnson had tele- 
phoned to Boyd could not be sub- 
stantiated. 

The scandal resulted today in the 
defeat of the Hanna Bill and the pas- 
sage of the Populist measure to regu- 
late the stock yards. 


FIREBUGS ABROAD. 


Epidemic of Fires in a New York 
Tenement District.

FOREDOOMED TO FAILURE. 


taak- of Success of Municipal Elec.

the operation of a large number of 
municipal electric plants, gathered in 
an Official investigation, would indicate 
that the majority of such installations, 
in this country at all events, are fore- 
doomed to failure, The showing made 
by many municipalities is proved to 
be fallacious, such entries as “Interest 
and depreciation not included in ex- 
penses,” “No division of expenses 
made,” etc., being frequently met with 
in the returns made, The remark 
made by one superintendent that ‘““Mu- | 
nicipal lighting is all right if you can 
keep politics out of it,’ is undoubtedly 
the key to the explanation of the small 
proportion of successful organizations.

SCIENTIFIC IC BURGLARY. 


How to @ the Walls of 
by Electricity. 


An engineering paper describes a 
case in which an are of fifty volts with 
a current of 300 to 500 amperes was 
used to penetrate, in three to ten min- 
utes, walls of safes three to six inches 
thick. Experiments were also made 
with a steel ingot which was easily 
penetrated, a hole being made from 
two to three inches in diameter and 
eight to nine inches long. Nothing is 
said, however, of the difficulty which 
burglars would have in getting such a 
current, and there are other reasons for 
believing that the electrical cfacksman 
is not going to have it all his own 
way. An expert detective, who has in- 
cluded electricity in his studies, lays 
little store by such alarmist stories as 
the above. He says the public can 
reassure itself, for electrical safe bur- 
glary cannot by any means be looked 
upon as an exact science up-to-date. 
To have a preliminary chance of suc- 
cess the burglar, if even he can pro- 
cure his supply of current at the proper

The Police Commissioners Consider

~ After a preliminary caucus in the 
“Mayor’s. office, the Board of Police 
Commissionefs met yesterday morning 
for the transaction of public business. 
The commissioners were very full of 
the dignity of their office, and they: 
were prepared to make the presumptu- 
ous Park Superintendent share with 
them their sense of importance. 
Some time ago all special stars were 
called in by order of the board, and 
the favored persons who had been in 
possession of such emblems of author- 
ity .have been eager to evade the 
sweeping terms of the order. The rea- 
son for this is simple. The regularly- 
numbered stars-confer upon the wearer 
certain privileges, such as free street- 
car transportation and admittance to 
all public places, such as theaters and 
places of amusement. The special let- 
tered stars give the holder the author- 
ity to make arrests, but do not bestow 
any other extraordinary privileges. 
Commissioner Forman has heretofore 
shown strong opposition to the granting 
of numbered stars except to regular 
officers on the force, and yesterday he 


was well supported in’ his stand for) 


such a restriction. The matter .was 
brought to a focus by Commissioner 


resolution, which was’ seconded 
Commissioner Forman: 

‘Whereas, Special Policeman Andrew 
"T. Garey, when ordered by the Board 
of Police Commissioners *t6 deliver or 
surrender to the Chief of Police the 
numbered police star that he was 


wearing (and after it had ‘been ex- 


plained to him that this commission 
had no legal right to permit him to 
keep a numbered star,) appealed to the 
City Council to direct the Board of Po-

The revocation of the license of the 
Elite saloon was brought up by An- 
derson, the proprietor of the place.

Officer Tyler, 
who was on that beat at the time of 
the’ shooting, stated that Anderson of 
the Elite saloon had offered the po- 


also. stated that to the best of his 
knowledge, the place was orderly; at 
the same time he admitted that the 
gang of bunco steerers frequently en-. 
tered that place among others in that 
locality. He knew that officers who 
had been on that beat before him had 
reported that the gang of ggonfidence 
men were making the Elite saloon their 
headquarters. He knew these men and 
saw them on South Spring frequently, 
but had not remarked their presence 
in the immediate vicinity of the Elite 
saloon more than at other places in that 


proprietor of the Elite, had helped him 
find O’Keefe, who did the shooting. 
The saloon was orderly. when he was 
on that beat some months previous. 

- Nicholas Wynn had not ever seen 
anything unusual about the _ Elite 
other than was common about such 
places as a rule. J. I. Cochran, who 
keeps the livery stable next door, said 
that he had never seen any disturbance 
there before that night, other than 
was eccmmon in saloons. His office ad- 
joined the saloon, and he believed that 
he was in a position to hear what was 

After some discussion among the 
members of the: board, it was decided 
to call in Chief Glass for a report on 
the Elite saloon. The meeting of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, how- 
ever, necessitated a postponement, and 
it was decided to adjourn until 1 o’clock 
this afternoon, when the board will 
give the matter further consideration.

The Council Pledges One Thousand 
Dollars for the Unemployed. 


| A,-eonference was ealled yesterday 


afternoon at 4 o’clock in the commit- 
tee-room of the Council to ascertain 
what action might be expected in the’ 
Council looking to the relief of the un- 
employed. The purpose’ of the meet- 


Council would appropriate the sum of 
$1000 asked for by the special com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ and Manu-. 


Commission, for the purchase of tools 
and blasting materials for use in work 
to be done in Elysian Park. 

The Council was represented by Pres- 
{dent Silver and Councilmen Ashman, 
Mathuss, Nickell, Toll and Hutchison. 
There were also present Mayor Snyder 
and the Board of Park Commissioners, 
Bishop Montgomery, _H. W. Frank, 
Judge C. Silent, J. R. Newberry, James 
Hellman, R. W. Burnham and Chief 
of Police Glass. 

After Bishop Montgomery was called 
to the chair, President Silver said that 
he regretted that more members of the 
Council were not present. The finan- 
cial condition-of the city was such, he 
said, that there is a probable deficit in 
the city treasury in sight, and the 
Council could not do what it was anx- 
ious to do, if it were free to aet. The 
Council was besieged with petitions for 
street improvements, lights and genera] 
expenditure. They were in sympathy 
with the movement, but they were not 
in a position to render material aid. 
They had been trying to reduce the 
rate of wages for daily labor from $2 to 
$1.50, but the majority opposed the 
move. As to the question of furnishing 
tools, teams and materials, he believed 
they could furnish tools, but as to 
teams, the cry woud lbe-raised again 
by some Councilmen that they were 
trying to reduce wages. Whatever the 
Council could contribute in cash, would 
be cheerfully given. : 

Commissioner Waters said that the 
question of wages was not to be 
brought before the Council, which was 
only asked to appropriate $1000 for tools 
for use in the work in Elysian Park. 
President Silver then guaranteed that 
that request would be most cheerfully 
granted, and if not by appropriation, 
then by private subscription. 
“Judge C. Silent represented the urg- 
ent necessity of immediate action, and 
asked: that official action should be 
taken at once. He said that after con- 
ference with many of the labor organi- 
zations he had—been-assured that they” 
were only too ‘glad to encourage the 
movement for the ef of honest idle 
laborers.

The Council had been the target here- 
tofore of criticisms, which it was pow- 
erless to ward off. He expressed his 
support of President Silver’s pledge of 
$1000 and urged an immediate session 
of the Council to take official action.

Chief Glass said he had always ad- 
vocated a stockade in Elysian Park 
for this purpose, although he did not 
quite understand what use could be 
made of the rock, because such ma- 
terial was not used in the construction 
of city roads. 

At point President “Silver an- 
nounced that the Los Angeles Consol- 
idated Railway had subscribed $250, 
and the announcement was received. 
with much satisfaction by all present. 

Judge Silent said it was not proposed 
to begin the work.in Elysian Park 
until labor could be properly employed 
to permanent advantage. He asked 
that an immediate session of the Coun-. 
cil be held. He also explained the bond 
proposition which ‘called for the issue | 
of $150,000 for a permanent fund, and 
gave his reasons at length for ‘approv- 
ing that plan of providing work. 

‘President Silver expressed the opin- 
ion very freely that such an issue of 
bonds would not carry, if made for one 
single park. In view of. the probable 
issue of bonds for the construction or 
purchase of a city water plant he was 
opposed to issuing any bonds at pres- 
ent for park improvement. Council- 
man Nickell also questioned the wis- 
dom of such an issue of bonds, unless 
made general in its scopé. He ques: 
tioned the wisdom of spending so much 
money on any one park. ; 

Ex-Mayor Workman asked that the 
namies of men needing work, who were 
known to the Park Commissioners or 
to the Councilman, should be handed 
to the committée in charge of this 
work. 

‘J. R.. Newberry said the merchants 
and manufacturers had ‘quite as much 
right to consideration at the hands of 
the Mayor as professional agitators. 
He strongly urged a postponement of 
the mass-meeting as a step dictated by 
discretion, as the opportunity to work 
vas -forthcoming,- the urgency of the 
meeting was gone. He: held that the 
material interests of the city should be 
considered and their wishes, which. 
taking practical steps, should -prevail, 
as against the petition of a few pro- 
fessional agitators. 

Councilman Hutchison said _ there 
were not a half dozen anarchic agi- 
tators in the city, and these few had 
no influence with the mass of unem- 
ployed. -The majority were honest men, 
who were unfortunate, but not disor- 
aerly. He objected to some statements 
that had been made about their mass- 
meetings, which had been described in 
a hostile spirit. He thought that the 
number of unemployed was from 3000 
to 5000, but he believed that not more 
than half that number would accept $1 
for a day’s. work, because while. many 
were unemployed they were not actu- 
ally dependent or destitute. 

Mr. Newberry asked what possible 
good could come of the mass-meeting, 
to which Mayor Snyder answered that 
if the committee believed at this time 
that the -holding of the meeting would 


‘interfére with the collection of money, 


he could see the possible advisability 
of postponing the meeting at the Pa- 
vilion tonight, and was inelined to yield 
to the wishes of the committee.” After 
receiving such an assurance from the 
Mayor, the meeting adjourned. 

Mayor Snyder said privately after the 
conference that he would have the 
meeting postponed until some future 
time, not because he feared any serious 
results, but out of deference to the 
wishes of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association.

HOBOS AND CATTLE, — 

The Supervisors of San Bernardino 
county need the wisdom of a Solomon, 
the patience of a Job, and the general- 
‘ship of a Moses to pilot the schooner of 
county affairs ‘around the rocks and 
cliffs that surround them on all sides. 
On every rock is perched a hobo, with 
a justice of the peace and constable in 
the close background, and on every 
cliff feeds a sample of stray cattle with 
an Indian deputy pound-master trying 
to corral it. In consequence, the meet- 
ings of the board are warming up with 
a vigor that jeopardizes somebody’s 
head if they can get a crack at It. 

When the monthly bills came in there 
was the usual bill from Justice Soulé, 
for February, of $396 to supplement the 
unpaid bill of January for $384. An ex- 
amination of the two bills shows that 
the main ingredient is the hobo, of 
which there were 132 in January with 
only six sent up, and 132 in February, 
with only eleven convictions. The 
others are merely run in for the benefit 
of the Justice and Constable, is the way 
the members of the board put it. A 
sample was given that happened this 
morning when a Supervisor, accarding 
to his assertions. was standing om the 
street and saw the Constable go by with 
three well-dressed men, and take them 
into the office of Justice Soulé. About 
three minutes afterward, the’ three 
came back, and on’*being questioned 
stated that they were not hobos, but 
were on their way to Randsburg, when 
the Constable run them in, got their 
names and let them go again. This 
little gatme cost the county $14.90 for 
the three minutes it was played, and 
the members of the board are indig- 
nant, but cannot stop it.
